lives near Ranlett, has set out a small 
orange 
grove this 
season— the 
first 


regular 
orchard 
of this citrus fruit 


planted in this county. 
The trees are- 


three and four years old. 
The orchard 


is inthe warm belt which ruDS through 
the county. 
Single trees have thrived 


and borne abundantly invarious 
parts 


of this warm zone, but this is.the first 
attempt 
to cultivate the orange 
for 


profit ever made in Amador county. 
The experiment willbe watched with 
interest by fruitmen generally. 
Tho 


trees 
ought to bear some fruit two 


years after planting. 
There is every 


reason 
to believe that this effort at 


citrus fruitculture willbe successful: 
Mr. WHliams is just tho man to test 
the matter. 
He is a thorough garden- 


er, and nothing willbo left undone in 
the way of thorough cultivation and 
care to insure success. 
' As far as pro- 


tection from the weather is concerned 
very littlewillbe attempted. 
It prob- 


ably would not be profitable to attempt 
orange culture if unusual 
precautions 


had tobe taken to protect tho trees in 
winter. But if the conditions of the 
thermal belt are favorable to the culti- 
vation of the orange forprofitin Ama- 
dor county, the fact willbe satisfactorily 
settled in the course of the next few 
years.

suit his notions, and hence the best 
that any honest 
man can 
do is to

ofradical divergence or immaterial 
points. 


Some people seem to hug the, de- 


lusion that a member of a political 
party is induty bound to swallow, 
and not only swallow, but personally 
advocate 
everything 
contained 
in 


the platform ofhis party. 
Some 
of 


the 
querriest 
mental 
somersaults 


have been witnessed 
here as 
else- 


where inconsequence 
of this notion. 


We have seen 
democrats 
who were 


in favor of the goldstandard change 
their views on this question, 
after 


the convention of their party had 
spoken, apparently ju3t as easily 
as 


they 
would change 
their 
clothes. 


Republicans also displayed the same 
disposition 
to swap views in the 


pres nee of a platform which tilted 
agai..st 
their convictions 
on some 


.\u25a0nil., r subject. 
Political parties, or 


rather 
those 
entrusted 
with the 


management 
thereof, do some foolish 


and intolerant 
things 
sometimes. 


Above aud beyond all other organi- 
zations political parties should 
be 


tolerant. 
Grover Cleveland— one of 


the best and most consistent 
demo- 


crats in the country, notwithstand- 
ing the bitterantagonism manifested 
against 
him by one 
wing of his 


party—has been practically read out 
of the 
democratic 
ranks. 
Why? 


Not because he was opposed to well- 
established 
democratic policies. But 


because he had the courage 
to pro- 


test against free silver craze, 
and 


the dangerous drift of the organiza- 
tionunder the guidance of Bryanism. 
Inour oven county we have 
seen a 


newspaper formallyread out of the 
democratic 
party for the 
absurd 


reason 
that the editor declined 
to 


actively support a party candidate
